In these days this subject is conceded to be of enormous importance to the 
horticulturist; for it is only by intelligent spraying that many large fruit 
interests are saved from utter extinction. Professor Lodeman treats the 
subject both historically and practically, and the work forms the only com- 
plete manual of spraying, being admittedly the standard authority. Not only 
is spraying disc in its relations to the plant or tree and the crop, but the 
diseases and insects which are to be combated are most fully presented. 


Bush-Fruits 


A Horticultural Monograph of pao Blackberries, Dewberries, Cur- 
rants, rries and other Shrub-Like Fruits. By Fred. W. Card, 
Professor of Horticulture in Rhode Island Agricultural College.

The aim of this book is twofold—to give all necessary instruction on the 
cultivation of the bush-fruits, and to provide a cyclopedia of reference to 
varieties, species, insects and diseases. Every variety of the various fruits is 
fully descr , this being the first effort to collect all information about varie- 
ties of all these fruits since the time of the Downings. In this respect the 
book will always be a standard authority, The varieties are arranged alpha- 
betically under various natural classes or groups, buta very full index refers 
instantly to any variety. The cultural directions are full and clear, and are 
entirely separated from the descriptions and technical matter. Full instruc- 
tions are given for the evaporating of berries. The author has himself had 
long experience in the growing of the fruits. The book is, therefore, both a 
manual of practice and a work of reference, and is supplied at the usual price 
of cither one alone.

MUSHROOM SPAWN 


How to Grow Mushrooms 


Preparation of Material. This is the most essential point to be 
studied to ensure success. Procure fresh stable manure, which 
should consist half of droppings, half of short litter. This must be 
thoroughly turned over every day for about a fortnight. Manure 
obtained from unhealthy cattle, or from those that have been fed on 
green food or carrots, should not be used for this purpose. 


For Making Outdoor Beds. The material should be put into a heap, 
the measurement of which should be, when made up, 2 feet 6 inches 
at bottom, 2 feet 6 inches high, and 6 inches wide at the top and to 
any length required, the whole to be firmly put together. After 
making the bed put stakes down the center by which to gauge the 
heat, and cover all with long litter. After three or four days pull out 

the stakes, and when the temperature is at about 80 degrees 
the bed is ready for spawning. Break the spawn into pieces 
about the size of a hen’s egg and put into the bed about 8 
inches apart; cover the whole with fresh loam and heat it 
well, making the surface quite firm; lightly water, and 
smooth the surface with the back of a spade; finally cover up 
with long litter and mats to keep away light and excessive 
moisture. 

Mushrooms may also be grown in any shed or cellar where 
the temperature does not fall below 45 degrees. The best 
site fora bed is a hard, dry floor. When made up and well 
pressed down, in about six weeks Mushrooms should show, 

and the bed should then have a light watering with tepid water 
about every ten days, as success depends on maintaining an even 
temperature.

A well-made and properly kept lawn is always one of the most important features in connection with 
any garden, especially that surrounding a residence. Where it is improperly leveled and made in the first place, the defects in the surface 
caused by holes or subsidence of the soil in one place or another cannot well be satisfactorily remedied. The form and extent of the Lawn 
will, of course, vary in almost every case; the more it covers, the better will be the effect produced if the work has been well done; and, on 
the other hand, the more prominently will any inequalities be seen. Lawn preparations should be commenced in the fall, and if the site is 
not naturally drained it must be made so artificially. An undulating or a gravelly subsoil will alone usually insure a sufficient drainage. 
The various levels should then be marked and the whole dug over about a spit deep, and as evenly as pape If the soil is of fairly good 
quality, and not very heavy, there will not be any difficulty in doing this, or in the formation of the Lawn afterwards. Where it is very 
poor and sandy the addition of some that is heavier and of better quality will be advisable, as there is a great difference throughout the sea- 
son in the appearance of the Lawns, according to the depth and quality of the soil beneath, This may appear somewhat needless, but the 
work shouted be considered as one of a permanent character, and after-results will well repay the extra trouble and expense incurred. The 
soil having been thus dug all over alike, should be allowed to remain until spring, if possible, when exposure to rain and frost will have 
rendered it solid and in good condition for treading and raking down in preparation for turf or seed, whichever may have been intended. 
When recourse is had to grass seed they should be purchased from a reliable source, even though the hes be higher than that usuall 
paid; spurious stocks being worse than useless, where a piece of fine grass is of first importance. The best season for sowing is in April, 
as the weather then experienced is usually more favorable than any other for the quick germination of the seed. It will be necessary to 
tread and work the ground all over, allowing the surface to be the full height required for the Lawn. The seed should be sown thinly, ona 
calm day, and lightly covered by means of a wooden rake; and, when the grass 1s well up, a heavy roller may be drawn over it before mow- 
ing. From three to four bushels to an acre is about the quantity of grass seed required for a Lawn. But so much depends on the quality of 
the mixture that it is uncertain whether this quantity will be sufficient. There are a few things necessary to bear in mind abouta Lawn: 
Never buy so-called Lawn Grass Seed mixtures, composed of cheap, coarse growing grasses, which are not lasting; that no Lawncan be 
maintained Jong in good order without frequent rollings ; apply water freely in dry weather, for mere sprinklings are best left alone.

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| Shallow sandy or gravelly soils are unsuited for Roses, as also are 
improperly drained soils. In gardens where Roses are to be planted 
in unfavorable situations it is best to dig out the natural soil in the 
first place, and replace it with a properly prepared compost. A 
depth of 1's feet should be provided for such strong-growing kinds 
as most of the Hybrid Perpetuals, and a similar depth should be 
provided for all Roses. The soil can scarcely be made too rich; 
plenty of manure and bone meal may be added when the ground is 
being prepared for planting, and an annual top-dressing in addition 
will be found beneficial. The soil should be made thoroughly firm 
about the plant after planting and liberally watered.

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BEARDLESS BROME GRASS 


(Bromus Inermis) 
The Great Drought-Resisting Grass 


The introduction of Beardless Brome Grass into the arid and semi: 
arid regions of the west and northwest has given the people o 
those states a pasture and meadow grass of great promise. It has 
already been proved that it will succeed under conditions that prove 
fatal to Timothy, Orchard Grass or Alfalfa. The area planted is con- 
stantly increasing, and the demand promises to be greater this spring 
than ever before. It is desired, therefore, to call attention to this 
very valuable grass. : 2 ’ 

The following description and instructions are taken from Circular 
No, 18 issued by the Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. : 

“Smooth brome has been known in Europe for over one hundred 
and thirty years. The early agriculturists did not consider it of any 
value because of its creeping rootstocks, thus resembling the 
dreaded couch grass. In 1884, however, Stebler and Schroeter 
demonstrated by experiments conducted for thirty years at Magocs, 
Hungary, that it had the power to withstand long periods of drought 
when all other grasses succumbed. ; ; 

‘These experiments resulted in introducing the grass into cultiva- 
tion in Hungary, where it still retains the name of Hungarian 
brome-grass. Its introduction to the United States must have taken 

lace pat the same time, for we find the seed is offered for distri- 

ution in Bulletin 22 of the California Experiment Station, issued 
November 5, 1884, and the statement made that ‘our experience 
indicates that it will do well here either with or without irrigation.’ 
Since then the experiment stations of Colorado, Minnesota, Mani- 
toba, North Dakota, South Dakota, and the different grass stations 
of the Agricultural Department, Washington, D. C,, have conducted 
extensive experiments, and all speak of it in the highest terms. 

“ Smooth brome-grass is a native of Europe and Asia, ranging from 
France eastward into Siberia, growing sone roadsides, river banks, 
borders of fields and woods, and upon sterile hillsides and pastures. 
It is a vigorous, hardy perennial with strong, creeping rootstocks, 
smooth, upright, leafy stems, one to four feet high, and loose open 

icles, or ‘seed heads,’ four to eight inches long, Ina few years 
it forms a very tough sod, soon crowding out other grasses, clovers 
and weeds. Its remarkable drought-resisting qualities have proved 
it to be the most valuable grass for dry regions where other grasses 
eould hardly exist. 

“As it is thoroughly permanent and grows with wonderful rapidity, 
producing heavy crops and luxuriant pasture, its value to the farm- 
ers of dry regions can not be over-estimated. All kinds of stock eat 
it with relish, and the chemical analyses made show that it is rich in 
flesh-forming ingredients, much more so than Timothy. It is very 
hardy and not injured by severe spring and fall frosts when once 
established. As it starts to grow very early inthe spring, before any 
of the grasses upon the native prairies show any signs of life, and 
remains green and succulent far into November, it will supply the 
long-felt want of early spring and late fall pastures. 


HARDINESS 


““Smooth brome-grass will withstand extreme changes in the tem- 

rature without inju Its ability to produce good pasture during 
ong periods of drought far exceeds that of any other cultivated va- 
riety. In Canada, where it had been exposed toa temperature of 
several degrees below zero and not covered by snow, it was entirely 
uninjured. Out of seven or eight hundred varieties tried at the 
Kansas io igen beh Station this proved to be the best. Without 
doubt it isthe grass for the semi-arid regions of the west. From the 
reports received it is evident that it is very little influenced by the 
changes of climate. It does well in California, Kansas, Montana, 
“95 ad South Dakota, Tennessee, Utah, Wyoming, and all parts 
of Canada. 


VALUE FOR PASTURE 


“Smooth brome-grass is peeeally an early spring and late fall pas- 
ture grass. After the hay crop has been taken off a heavy growth of 
aftermath or second growth springs oP: It seems to be especially 
adapted for permanent pastures. After it has produced several 
crops of hay it thickens up, forming a very compact sod and a heav 
owth of leaves. If one desires to use it for pasture at once it will 
better to seed it thickly at the rate of about twenty-five pounds

FERTILIZER. Where Cow Peas are generally grown, the use of 
commercial fertilizers almost ceases. 


FOR HAY. Sow early in spring on ground as prepared for oats 
or corn, 1 to 1% bushels per acre broadcast and harrow in, or drill 
with grain drill. Cut when Peas are forming and cure as clover. If 
the ground is not wanted for a different crop don’t disturb it. Then 
the roots will throw up another crop which may be pastured or 
turned under in the fall for fertilizer. 


FOR PASTURE. Sow any time from early spring until July. 
Turn stock on after they are well developed, but preferably after the 
Peas are nearly matured, when the stock, particularly hogs, will 
derive full benefit from the crop, and fatten quicker and yield a 
better quality of pork than if fed on corn. 


FOR ENSILAGE Cow Peas surpass green corn and other crops 
used for this purpose. Mixed with sorghum or Kaffir corn, to hold 
them up, I believe they will make the perfect ensilage crop. All the 
Cow or Stock Peas are good for table use. 


WHIP-POOR-WILL. A favorite early bunch-growing variety; has 
brown-speckled seed, which are more easily gathered than from the 
vine-growing sorts. This variety is a prime favorite in the north 
and west on account of its early maturity and habit of growth. Will 
mature seed in Indiana and equal latitudes. ©

SOJA or SOYA BEANS 


Sometimes called Soy Beans, Coffee Beans and Japanese 
Coffee Berry. 


“ Annual; stem stout, erect, branching but little ; 2 to 4 feet; leaf- 
lets 3; flowers in axillary clusters; pods short, 2- to 4-seeded; 
whole plant rough-hairy. One of the staple crops of Japan, which 
attracted little attention in this country until about ten years ago, 
but is now becoming quite common. The crop is cultivated like 
corn, the seed being planted in drills at the rate of half a bushel per 
acre. The stems alone are too coarse to make good hay, but are 
covered with such a dense growth of leaves ania are so prolific in 
fruit that the hay is prized highly, especially for milch cows and 
for fattening animals. The yield of green forage is very heavy when 
grown on good soil, and the yield of beans is from 20 to 30 bushels 
peracre. Those who have had most experience with this crop find 
that the best way to handle it is to cut or pull the plants when the 
first pods begin to open, and thrash as soon as dry enough. In this 
way the coarse stalks are so broken in pieces and mixed with the 
leaves and immature fruit that nearly all will be eaten. It is doubt- 
less the best of the ce for the silo, as itcan be more easily 
handled for the cutter than can plants like clover or cow peas. 

“The Soy Bean is an annual, belongs to the leguminous family, 
and is grown for the same purpose as cow peas and clover. Asa 
soil renovator, as a hay aa. as ensilage, it is nearly the equal in 
every respect of red clover.”
